Yesterday the House of Commons con- 
sidered the Lords’ amendments to the 
Government of Ireland Bill. Some of the 
Upper Chambers good work was undone, 
but a substantial part of it stands and 
will be incorporated in the Act. Of chief 
importance is the Government s decision 
to accept the principle of Senates for the 
Northern and Southern Parliaments. In 
other words, it has accepted, in principle 
at any rate, the necessity of protection 
for the rights of minorities. It is true 
that the majority in North-East Ulster, 
while desiring the Bill, does not desire a 
Northern Senate, and that the Southern 
majority rejects the Bill as a whole. The 
prospect of the existence of either Senate, 
therefore, remains nebulous. Nevertheless, 
the triumph of the Lords’ amendment 
strengthens the Northern minority’s moral 
claim for safeguards in a fashion that the 
Northern Parliament will be unable to 
ignore. The Government accepted also the 
amendment which removes the menace of 
the sur-tax—a concession of the utmost 
value to men of property and organisers 
of industry in the South of Ireland. 
These two victories alone justify the 
faithful labours of the Earl of Midleton's 
group of peers. .On the other hand, the 
Government has rejected amendments 
which might have induced many Irishmen 
to give the Bill a trial in spite of their 
deeply-rooted hostility to its main pro 
posals. Its slender chances of ultimate 
acceptance in the South are still further 
attenuated by the decisions to leave pro- 
portional representation to the mercy of 
majorities at the end of three years, and 
to restore the Council of Ireland to its 
original form. | 

Once again Colonel Walter Guinness 
showed that the Council, in this form, 
would be virtually a guarantee of per- 
manent partition. Unless the whole 
temper of Ireland changes in the near 
future—and the Government's Bill cer- 
tainly will not effect the . miracle—a 
Council consisting of a solid block of 
Northern Unionists on the one side and 
an equally solid block of Southern Sinn 
Feiners on the other must be an estab- 
lished instrument, not of unity and con- 
ciliation, but of estrangement and distrust.

As a nation, she lost al] contact with the 
outer world. Her Press was bound hand 
and feet to General Headquarters, and th; 
people believed without question every 
word that appeared in its columns. The 
result was that, even in October, 1918, the 
German people was convinced of two 
things—that Germany was fighting a wai 
of self-defence against the world which 
sought to crush her, and that she was 
winning it. Even when the Armistice was 
signed the people did not believe that they 
were beaten. How could they be beaten in 
view of what the Press Bureau had been 
telling them a.few weeks before? Our 
Sasa cena article to-day shows that 
even now they are ignorant of the facts of 
the case, and believe that the Allies dis- 
armed them by a trick in order to vent 
their spleen-on an upright, but defence 
less, nation” 

Our Correspondent bases his article on 
the contents of a copy of the Berliner 
Taoeblatt, the organ of the Prussian 
business world. The Greek crisis is of 
interest because it has something to do 
with a plebiscite, and gives the Tageblatt 
a chance to protest against the occupation 
of Upper Silesia, Danzig, Slesvig, and the 
Saar Valley. That the Allies should dare 
to interfere with “German "’ territory in 
any way still seems to be regarded as a 
gross injustice. Germany will not recog- 
nise that she has lost the war, and that 
the ‘“restrictions’’ and hardships of 
which she complains are part of the 
penalty which she must pay. She must 
give coal to France because she de- 
stroyed the coal pits in the North 
of France with malice and design. 
Again, take the case of the League 
of Nations. Germany, according to 
our Correspondent, cannot understand 
why she has been excluded for the time 
being from membership. Yet, nothing is 
more simple than the reason. “ What 
for?’’ protests the German, when he is 
asked if he is sorry. Let him dook at the 
world to-day for his answer—at Russia, 
Central Europe, the Near East, France, 
i italy, Belgium, even Britain. For all the 
| bitter distress, for all the blood and tears 
which have flowed and are flowing, for all 
Í the death, the misery, and the torture of 
ithe last six years, Germany stands re- 
sponsible. Can she not see that the state 
of mind revealed by the question “ What 
for?” is the great barrier between her and 
the civiliséd world? Finally, take her 
attitude towards Britain. The rate of ex- 
change is against her, and the British Shy- 
lock is to blame. What nonsense! The 
argument of the Tageblett in this respect 
is on a par with the plea that, if Britain 


would give Germany time to pay the in- 
demnity, the German counter-claims would 
reduce Britain's bill to a_reasonable limit. 
If our Correspondent's article reflects the 
German mind to-day—and he knows his 
Germany—the prospects of rapprochement 
are hopeless. Undoubtedly, there is much 
that is good in the German’s character ; 
but his thought in defeat seems to be 
even more remote from the thought of the 
world than it was in the wildest delirium 
of victory.

When Captain Redmond asked to-day 
whether Sir Hamar Greenwood adhered to 
his statement that the fire spread to the 
City Hall, Cork, across the river, the Chiet 
Secretary frankly stated that he had been 
misled by the reports fnrnished to him, and 
withdrew the statement. He hoped that 
General Strickland’s inquiry would be 
finished. in time for him to report the 
result to the House before the prorogation 
(which is now expected to take place next 
Thursday), but declined to pledge him- 
self in advance to the publication of the 
proceedings. 

On the motion that the Lords’ amend- 
ments to the Government of Ireland Bill 
be now considered, Mr. Devlin objected, on 


Í the ground that the measure did not re- 


present the present Irish policy of the 
Government, as expounded by the Prime 
Minister last Friday. Either his speech 
on that occasion ought not to have been 
made, or the Bidl ought to be withdrawn. 
It would be “an impenetrable barrier 
to peace in Ireland. 

Mr. Bonar Law gently chaffed Mr. 
Devlin on his “ characteristic speech.” The 
fact was that the hon. member did not like 
the Bill, and held that everybody who dis- 
agreed with him was “not only morally 
kad, but intellectually contemptible.’’ He 
defended the Prime Minister's action as 
being consistent with the Government s 
policy, which had been to bresk the reign 
of terror—and it had been broken—(cheers) 
—and to make such changes in the rela- 
tions between the two countries as wer: 
consiste® with the safety of the United 
Kingdom. The Government meant to 
place the Bill on the Statute Book, and 
believed that Southern Ireland ultimately 
would accept it. ! 


Then Sir L. Worthington-Evans rapidly 
| indicated the Government s attitude to the 


various amendments, about ‘half of which, 
including the provision for setting up 


Í Senates in both Parliaments, they were 


prepared to accept. They opposed the 
amendment by which the coming into 
effective operation of the Act was made 
dependent | upon the approval of both 
Houses of the Imperial Parliament. 
After a brief discussion the Lords’ pro- 
posal for the establishment of Senates was 
agreed to without a division. The Com- 
mons, however, disagreed with the amend- 


| ment which altered the constitution of the 


Council of Ireland. The whole object of 
the Governmant, said Sir L. Werthington- 
Evans, was to make the Council a non- 
contentious body, and the proposal of the 
Government was the right one. 

The Lords’ amendment transferring the 
power cf taxation on negotiable instru- 
ments from the Imperial to the Irish 
Parliaments was accepted. 

Considerable discussion arose on the 
Lords’ proposal altering from three to six 
vears after the first meeting of the Irish 
Parliaments as the period during which no 
change might be made in the electoral law. 
Mr. Aneurin Williams, as a staunch 
supporter of proportional representation, 
naturaliy supported the amendment 
carried in the Upper House. It would, 
he urged, give proportional representation 
a fairer chance of showing its merits. 
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Sir Edward Carson did not. consider | 


that proportional representation, if it had 
any real merit, would suffer if the three 
years limit. were retained, and this was 
aleo the view of the Government. Mr. 
T. P. O'Connor, Commander Kenworthy, 
and others spoke in support of the Lords. 
but the Government carried the day by 
170 to 33, and the Lords’ amendment was 
reiected. 


A number of comparatively minor 


amendments was dealt with in accordance 


with the attitude of the Government, im- 
dicated by Sir L. Worthington-Fvans. 
There was considerable discussion on the 
Lords’ amendment, that the establishment 
of the Irish Legislatures should be post- 
poned until the Imperial Parliament was, 
in effect, satished that order had been re- 
stcred in the respective areas. This amend- 
ment was opposed by the Government, and 
was rejected by 148 to 19. : 

On an amendment to the second schedule 
Mr. Devlin said that he moved to place on 
record his geis and absolute de- 
testation of this measure, and to lav stress 
on the horrible position of Roman Catholic 
minorities in Ulster. Sir E. Carson, amid 
cheers, said that the strong language of 
the hon. member hurt nobody, and nobodr 


minded it. Mr. T. P. O'Connor declared that 


this was Sir E. Carson's own Bill. Objec- 
tion was taken to a remark by Mr. John 
Jones regarding Sir Edward Carson. and 
soon afterwards the proceedings on the 
Bill came to an end, and the measure was 
returned to the Lords for reconsideration.

COMMUNIST RISINGS IN 
BOHEMIA. | 


Communistic disturbances and strikes have 
broken out in Bohemia atid Moravia, the Czech 
portion of Czecho-Blovakia, leading to loss of 
fife and the proclamation of martial law in 
Moravia, says The Times. One report at- 
tributes the outbreak to Bolshevist intrigues. 
Telegrams from Prague, which have been re- 
eeivad in well-informed quarters in London, 
give some particulars of the disturbances. It 
appears that a week ago a demonstration of an 
unimportant character was made in Prague by 
young members. of the Communist organisation, 
who endeavoured to disarm some of the police. 
There was no loss bf life, but two or three per- 
pons were wounded. Since then the agitation 
fas spread over a wide area, extending in the 
west from Salnau, near the frontier of Bavaria, 
to Moravian Ostrau, on the Upper Silesia border 
in the east. In Bohemia the chief area affected 
is the district around Prague and the valley «tf 
the Elbe, ur to the Saxon frontier. Kiadno, 
where the munists apparently set up their 
headquarters, is eighteen miles north-west of 
Prague. In Moravia the disturbed area has ex: 
ten west from Brunn (the capital) to 
Trebitsch, and south to Znaim, as well as to the 
northern industrial regions. The plans of the 
Communists appear, however, to have been 
nipped in the bud, owing to the firm and 
prompt action of the Government.

SIR PERCY-SCOTT AND THE 


BATTLESHIP. 

In the course of a letter to Th: Times to- 
fay, Admiral Sir Perey Scott writes:—You 
must admit that in the war we were nearly 
forced: to submission by starvation. You must 
admit that the German battleship played no 
part in reducing us to a state of starvation. 
You must edmit, that, if our battleship 
superiority had been double what it was, they 
could not have protected us from starvation. 
You must admit that the dominant arm of the 
war was the submarine. You must admit that 
our belief before the war of the submarine 
being only a toy resulted in our arriving. on 
the brink of losing the war. You must admit 
that this erroneous idea before the war resulted 
ín our blunde: of building the wrong weapons 
to combat the submarine. Strange as it may 
appear, I believe that this blunder won the 
war for us. Looking over some 
correspondence of 1914, which has reference 
to my letter in your paper, proclaiming that the 
battleship was dead, 1 believe that the Germans 
with their skewed minds thought that I was not 
xincere (of course I was), but that I was trying 
to “bluff” them from building batt'eships, eo 
they went on with their programme an did 
not build submarines. Now, my proposal to the 
Admiralty in 1913 was not to build two more 
bittiesh'ps, but to use the money allocated for 
them in building submarines, eerovlanes, etc., 
atid in not acting on my proposal I considered, 
and I etill consider, that the Admira'ty. com- 
mitted a colossal blunder. Had the Admiralty 
not committed this blunder, but turned down 
two battleships, it would have mer | to the 
Germans that the British Admiralty had full 
belief in the creat vtility of the submarine. 
They would have built them, perhaps have had 
fifty ready when the war came, and we should 
now be a German colony. People say that we 
always blunder throuch everything. The country 
must take its hat off to the Admiralty for mak- 
ny that blunder.

Qn the consideration of the Lords’ amexd- 
ments to the Ggqve.nment of Ireland Bhí in the 
House of Comméns yesterday, 

Mr. Joseph Devlin said that he was surprised 
that on the last day for the consideration of 
one of thé worst bills which had ever been pre- 
sented to Parliament, so arresting in its signifi- 
cance and so full of extraordinary consequences 
to ireland, the Prime Minister should be absent 
from his place. He proposed that the House 
decline to proceed with the discussion of the 
Lords’ amendments until they had had a state- 
ment from the Prime Minister as to what the 
Irish policv of the Government was, The bill 
was really an effete measure, and in his jJudg- 
ment it was dead before it was born, because 
on the very eve of the discussion of the amend- 
ments by the Lords, the Prime Minister, un- 
invited by anybody, came down to the House 
on a Friday morning—a most unprecedented 
action on the part of a Prime Minister—and in 
his speech, which occupied two columns in the 
newspapers, delivered a fresh declaration of 
policy with regard to Ireland. It was quite 


constituted the present policy of the Govern- 
ment. If it did, why need the Prime Minister 
have come down to the House on Friday last? 
He was not pressed br members on those 
benches to do so, but, at all events, as far as he 
and others associated with him were concerned,
